ID the year 1859, a negro named 


Henry Ccbb was a slave for a planter 
named 
Oobb, in 
Tenueusuc Parish, 


Louisiana. 
In July of that year the 


loveo bioko nwny, and tho Miasiasippi 
dcvnstatod u litrgo share of the planta- 
tion. 
The slave above uieutioned was 


one of the soveu or eight most trust- 
worthy men on the plantation^ who 
wero.hired cut fur the time being until 
tho levee hud boon repaired and the 
land put iu order to bo worked. 
Cubb 


was hired on a uinil packet, and con- 
tinued there for thiee months. 
One 


day, when the boat lay ut Vicksburg, 
alongside a Ciiiro jinekct, ho 1'uilc'd to 
perform a certain -job of work to the 
satisfaction of the Ciipiain, who was de- 
termined on having him sent nshoi'O and 
"dressod down" 'i'or his negligence.— 
Cobb, gvoatly frightened, secreted him- 
self on board tho Cairu boat, and land- 
ed in Illinois without beiug discovered. 
Ho was forwarded to Detroit by tho 
underground railroad, and since 1861 
bus lived at or ucur Chatham, Ontario, 
under the riamu of Hammond, He had 
been married three years when ho loft 
the plantation, but knowing that there 
was no prospect of getting his wife 
nway, he married again after settling in 
Chatham, 


The first wife continued in slavery 


for several years, and was living «s » 
slave at Holly Spring*, Miss,, when the 
emancipation proclamation freed her.— 
She canio-North, living in Cincinnati, 
Chicago, and other places, and two yours 
ago was married to a colored man mimed 
Samuels, and is the mother of a child 
by him, 
Tho fuurily came to this city 


about sovan weeks ago, 
Saturday last, 


as Mrs. Sumucl was at the City Hall 
Market, a hand was laid on her arm 
and she nearly fainted away as she turn- 
ed and saw her old husband. They sat 
down on a bench and talked, laughed 
and cried together, until their story 
was known to a hundred persons, Ham- 
mond's wife Ime boon ill of consumption 
for a long time, and ho was in Detroit 
to see a relative of hcr's. Just what 
arrangements the two slaves made is 
not known, but she abandoned Samuels, 
her home nnd child Sunday night, and 
probably loft for Canada with 
Ham- 


mond, perhaps to remarry. 
Mr. Sam- 


uels had been informed of tho meeting 
Saturday, aud yesterday when he told 
the police that his wife hud disappeared 
he declared that he would not pursue, 
hardly blaming her if sho returned to 
the old love.—Detroit Free 1'resi.
